SUBJECT:  Educational  Status  of  all  Enrollees  - Including  the  new 
Enrollees# 

TO:  Conmanding  Officers  and  Camp  Educational  Advisers  of 
Florida  CCC  Camps. 


1.  The  State  Coordinating  Committee  has  requested 
the  educational  status  of  the  men  enrolled  in  the  CCC  Camps  so  that 
recommendations  may  be  made  to  help  in  the  educational  program. 

2.  A report  of  this  kind  was  secured  some  months 
ago,  but  since  that  time  new  men  have  come  into  camp,  therefore  it  is 
not  accurate. 

3.  This  report  may  be  made  up  from  the  personnel 
records  of  the  enrollees.  It  is  desirable  that  the  total  strength  of 
the  camp  be  given  on  the  report  as  well  as  the  number  of  illiterates, 
the  number  who  have  completed  the  first  grade,  the  number  who  have 
completed  the  second  grade,  and  so  on  through  college  - if  there  are 
those  in  camp  who  have  done  so. 

U*  It  is  hoped  that  the  caii^)  educational  advisor 
will  get  in  this  report  immediately.  This  office  will  appreciate  the 
co-operation  of  the  commanding  officer  in  ascertaining  that  this  re- 
port is  turned  in  at  an  early  date. 

5*  In  camps  where  there  arc  student  toachors  this 
report  could  bo  very  easily  made  up  by  them.
